of the Canadian Army .\b iiieal Coips, 
late of the Uoyal Army .Midleai Corps, 
has been killed In action. No further 
parllculnrs are given, except the In- 
formation th.ii the news is official. 
Capl. Walci.ll w.is graduated from Mc- 
'illl In llll."i, al the Uliakl convocation 
which prici ded I hi' departure of .So. 
a Canadian ibneral H.ispiial (Mcflilli, 
foi- l-àiropi'. Ill llii-. iind Capl. Waicoll , 
enlisted us a piivale, and w.is one of 
the members of the lios|iiial to be 
transferred lo Ihe Hoyal Army .Medi- 
cal Corps with a commission when 
the hospital arrived In lOngland. With 
111.' Ib.yal Army Medical Corps he 
served for several months, and In 
.lub- last be was transferred to the 
Canadian .\rmy .Medical Corps with 
the r.ink of cipialn. He has since been 
on the French front, and It Is presum- 
ed met bis death during Ihe fighlInK 
on the Somme front. 

Capt. Wolcotl was born at .St. rhilip, 
Bnrbadoes. on October 6, 1889, was 
educated at Harrison College, Barba- 
does, and afterwards taught for two 
yi-ars at Combermere College, before 
cnlerlnK Ihe Faculty of -Medicine cl 
,Me(;ill. He was known as a bri' lant 
student, and n member of the iMiiuitv 
of Meillcine in conversation with Mr- 
(1111 Daily last niulit spoke In IiIkIi 
terms of bis capaliilities. Captain 
Walcott is the second of the .iriylnai 
members of No. 3 Canadian General 
HosplUl to die, Lt.-Col. H. B. Yates 
succumbing to illness last winter.

FRESHMEN ANp COLLEGE ACHVITIES. 

The average Freshman is somewhat inclined to neglect school 
activities, not so iiuich, we believe, from lack of desire^ participate, 
as from a feeling that he is not wanted, ^his is not by any means 
the right idea. While it is true that those who have spent time at 
the University are more familiar with the different things that make 
a claim on the attention of the student body, yet it does not follow 
! that those who are not familiar should keep aloof from them. 

At SIcGill We are fortunate in having a large programme of 
student activities from which the individual can choose the one which 
most suits his own needs and inclinations. The fact that sport, from 
an Intercollefriate standpoint, has eeasett to exist should give an im- 
petus to lutei-elass athletics. The Tennis Club has already made 
arrangements for a tournament in which there is special Freshmen's 
' sectioQ and the manner in which the devotees of this game are enter- 
ing argues well for its success. Very probably other clubs will work 
along similar lines and it is in the interest not only of the clubs 
themselves but also of the Freshmen that participants are not 
lacking. 

The lull in collège athletics throughout Canada at the present 
time will ce.i.se to exist when the war is over and since we are hope- 
ful this time is not far ilistant it is necessary that we be prepared 
to njdiold the prestige of Old Jlctiill on the sports field as her sons 
are doing at the present time in both trench and hospital at the 
front, What better way can this be done than hy training the em- 
bryo athletes into men who will be able to take their places when 
the gridiron struggle comes t The Freshmen of to-day may be the 
champion of to-morrow. 

For those who are not able, either from physical causes or dis- 
inclination, to take part in athletics, there are other and varied 
means of taking an active part in the life of the University, The 
many clubs fostered within the walls of MeGill represent almost 
every possible form of student life and surely one or more will 
appeal to those who are studying here. There is one organization 
■which is deserving of more than passing mention and that is the 
Literary and Debating Society which has not had the attention and 
attenilanee in the past few years it ilescrved. Tlie students do not 
isecm to realize that in this society they are given an opportunity 
to arm themselves with one of the things required by the man who 
intends to 'ilo things' in after life, namely an ability to speak 
fluently on almost any topic which presents itself, it is an accom 
plishment that is no trouble to carry and one which will prove of 
juse on many occasions. 

The lesser clubs are deserving of as much attention in their 
own way and should have the wholehearted support of the student 
body. Their existence is dependent upon that support and if con- 
ditions once existed calling for the establishment of such clubs 
surely they cannot have changed to such an extent that nine hun- 
dred students do not evince enough interest in thcin to keep thoiu 
elive. In fact the decision of the authorities to allow Intercollegiate 
activities to drop during the war should give an impetus to inside 
activities and inject a life into them that did not mark their exis- 
tence in former years. 

And let us add a word for 'ourselves. Without making any 
undue boasts we think that we can claim a place above that occuitied 
by any other student activity in the college. McGill Daily, the 
organ of the Undergraduate body, covers every phase of life at the 
University and is worthy of the support of every student in tin 
college. Its news gathered by stuiients, it occupies an unique place 
college. Its news gathered by students, its articles written by 
students, and its editorial policy defined by stutlents, it occupies an 
unique place in Caiiailiaii College .Journalism, rendered more prom- 
inent in view of the fact tliul it is.tlie only College Daily Newsi)ai)ei 
published in Canada. It is the only activity at McOill providing a sub- 
stantial yearly addition to the revenue of the Students' Council at the 
present time, and in fact after the Football Club it is the greatest 
revenue producer under the control of the Council.

HANOVKR, N.H.— Preparations for 
the Inauguration of K. .M. Hopkins as 
president of Dartmouth College are 
completed and inrllcatlons jioint to- 
ward a larger attendunoe than even 
that at the inauguration of I'ri'siilent 
Nichols eight years ago. Letters from 
alumni are coming every day, asking 
for accommodations. 

Two entire dormitories will be va- 
cated by students and given over to 
the visitors. Seventy-five representa- 
tives from the fellowship of New Kng- 
land coUegeg will be present and dele- 
gates from many other colleges. In 
addition to the official representative 
of the alumni body, the full board of 
trustees, 12 members of the alumni 
council, the officers of the general 
alumni association and the presidents 
ol the medical and Thayer societies 
will be present. 

The events will open with morning 
prayers in the chapel, conducted by 
Prof. J. K. Lord. 'I'he delegates and 
guests will he seated by nuitibered 
tickets, and the seating will be so 
arranged that the audience will march 
out In the order for the inaugural pro- 
cession. The senior class, which will 
attend in a body and which will act as 
escort, will occupy the east wing -of 
the chapel. 

The order for the inaugural proces- 
sion will be: an escort composed of 
seniors, the marshals, the president 
and the Governor of New Hampshire, 
trustees, delegates and guests, (lov- 
crnor's council and staff, facuUy, re- 
turning alumni and undergraduate re- 
presentatives. , 

The Inauguration will take place In 
Webster hall.

2. The co-ordination of tbe exist- 
ing means for educating engineers, 
and, in particular, th'e provision of an 
adequate and more uniform system of 
scholarships. To this end the number 
of local education authorities for the 
highest education should be reduced, 
correspondliigly larger areas being as- 
signed to each. 

We have tlii'ougliout. say the com- 
mittee, had before us the need for ap- 
plying to the education of engineers 
the same continuity which is familiar 
In every branch of physical science. 
We consider that the last two or three 
years of every person's whole-time 
education should have the specific aim 
of preparing hitn for this particular 
walk In life, so far us that can be fore- 
.•^eiii. We are not asking for purely 
vocational training, and we do not 
propose that during these last two or 
three years education should be un- 
duly specialised. Our desire is rather 
to see a coherent curriculum in which 
every subject is linked to every other 
because they are all taught In close 
relation to the student's future activi- 
ties, both vocational and social. 

.1. That a large number of junior 
technical schools be established for 
the education, between IL' and 15, of 
boys who intend to become apprenticed 
to engineering trades. 

4. That aU apprentices under 18 
years of age be required to attend 
part-time classes for, say, eight hours 
a week, during work hours; but that 
this be subject to certain exceptions in 
the case of young people who continued 
In attendance at secimdary or Junior 
technical schools up to ut list 15 yeur.s 
of age. 

5. Thai the Instruction given to 
trade apprentices in these part-time 
classes be reformed so as to relata it 
more closely to the apprentices' every- 
day work, and so as to include wlit t 
are known as citizenship subjects — for 
example, ecimomic history; and that, 
where a sufficient number of appren- 
tices is employed by the same 'l:-m, 
such classes be conducted in that 
firm's owti works ,and by the works 
staff. 

6. That the specific education given 
to future members of the highly- 
trained staff be provided in a uni- 
versity or college of university rank 
for the majority who should be en- 
abled to continue their studies up to 
21 or 22 years of age; and In a senior 
technical school for the minority who 
may have to enter engineering works 
ut 18. 

7. That boys who are to study engin- 
eering ill a university should carry 
their study of mathematics and phy- 
sical science to a higher stage before 
leaving school. 

8. That the conditions for admis- 
sion to universities should be recon- 
sidered and rendered more uniform as 
between different universities and less 
uniform as between different faculties 
and different schools In the same uni- 
versity, and that, in the interest of 
candidates of mature age and of other 
canilldatea approaching the university 
otherwise than through the normal 
avenue of ^e secondary school, uni- 
versity entrance teats should be dis- 
tinguished from secondary school ex- 
aminations. 

9. The reform of university teach- 
ing In certain important respecU, not- 
ably by a reduction In the number of 
lectures. 

10. That the coniplilion of a three 
years' university course in engineer- 
ing shouM entitle students to no more 
than the U. A. degree, and that until 
candidates have added works experi- 
ence to aca-demic training they should 
not receive technical degrees (such as 
bachelor of engineering or baoheUir 
of technical science). Which might then 
.serve as professional qualifications. 

11. That any time spent In works 
between schoid and college Should not 
be unduly i)rolonKed. 

I:;. That university teachers be en- 
couiaged to undertake research on be- 
half of. and In co-operation with, 
manufacturing firms; and that addi- 
tional government gntnU be paid to 
universities and colleges with this end 
in view. 

18. That by the establishment of 

such an association of manufacturing 
engineers as we have ndvoCBled, and 
by other miaiis, the volume of re- 
search work rariied out in connection 
with the PriilMli engineering industry 
be greatly liicreiised; and that provi- 
sion lie made for this Increase In the 
volume of research by fiilly utilizing 
and extending the facilities already 
avattablé in universities and colleges, 
as well as In the works of private 
firms, and also by establishing a cen- 
tral research labciraloi> fiT invistig.i- 
tions that cannot be carried out else- 
where.

STUDES. 

Hillsdale College has a faculty rill- 
ing that students who mtu-ry while at 
ed by Dr. William Huyes Ward of the j college may be expelled, 
class of 1856. The translation shows 
that the bas-reliefs record the con- 
(luests of this Iting during the ninth 
century, B.C. 

The library is to be built on thç east- 
ern side of the common, occupying the 
site of the present Hitchcock )lall, 
which was known in earlier genera- 
tions of Amherst men as the Bolt- 
wood mansion. This house was built | 
In 1835 by the honorable Lucius Bolt- ! 
wood, a native of Amherst. It is to 
be torn down to make way for the 
new library. The general style of the 
library is classic, wtih a leaning to- . 
ward colonial in its proportions. It Is 
to be built of Indiana limestone and i 
brick. One of the significant features 
of the building will be the great 
amount of space devoted to depart- 
ment rooms, all of the third floor and 
most of the second being given ove- 
to this purpose. In nearly all case* 
the rooms will be so grouped that each 
department will have the u.se of two — 
a small room designed as an office or 
W(uk room fur members of the depart- 
ment, and a larger one which will con- 
lain the books connected with the de- 
partmeni work. 

Another feature of this building that 
deserves notice Is a room to be called 
the "Standard Authors" or Browsing 
room. Here the reader will And the 
books that have, only Indirect relation 
to college work such as fiction, travel, 
biography, essays, etc. The general 
reading room will run through two 
stories and be lighted on three sides 
by great windows which reach almost 
to the ceiling. The walls of this 
room are to he lined to the height 
of 14 feet with book-cases and oak 
panelling. Above that the wall will be 
stone, and the ceiling Is to be panell- 
ed and classic in style. The 
buok-stack wlU be six stories In 
height, corresponding to the basement 
and three main floors of the build- 
ing, and it will project some 25 feet 
beyond the north and south line of the 
ca.st facade. It will be provided with 
the latest pattern of metal shelving and 
an electric elevator, and will have a 
capacity of about 240,000 volumes. 

The library building will be 140 
feel in length and 100 feet in width.

WIDER ASPECT OF THE DRIVE, 

Some of the wider aspects of the 
Uritish and French offensive on the 
•Somme are dealt with In a recent dis- 
patch from the special correspondent 
of the British press with the French 
armies, showing the atuck was but a 
part of a wider scheme carried out In 
co-operation with the Russians and 
Italians. 

The main pivot of the battle of the 
Marne, he says, was the defense of 
.Vuncy. The Issue of the whole bat- 
lle dependail on the I'rendi holding 
iheir Kroiind In their positions round 
the (irand Couronne. The main pivot 
of the present battle, which la being 
fought on a vastly larger scale on the 
Krench-Brltlsh-IUlian and Russian 
fronts Is to be found on the left or 
western wing. The main object of our 
armies and those of the French Is to 
h(dd HO great a force of the enemy as 
to make the operations of our nllles In 
the centre and on the ri^ht irresistible. 

To-day the tierinans have on the 
western front 11! 1 Infantry dl visions, 
and one cavalry division, while of 
these no fewer thsn 59 are active di- 
visions; that is to say, the French and 
British have in front of them nearly 
two-thirds of the German army In the 
field, and many of these troops are 
the pick of the enemy's svallable 
forces. On the eastern front the Ger- 
man forces consist of 58 Infantry di- 
visions, and 10 cavalry divisions, and 
of these only 18 are active divisions. 
To this force must be added the Aiis- 
tro-HuiiKarian troop.'", which are cer- 
tainly inf»rior in fltihtlng value. They 
consi.st of 17 infantry divisions and II 
cavalry divisions. 

The effective pressure of the British 
and French combined armies against 
the German forces In the west Is prov- 
ed by the difficulty and hesitation with 
which the enemy has attempted to re- 
inforce his enslern front against the 
great llusslan offensive. At the mo- 
ment of the first slioi k on the esst he 
ventiireil to wilh'lniw four divisions 
and since that lime he has sent a .«in- 
Kle division, the one hundred and 
t Weill y-first. from the west to the 
east. This riivislon was withdrawn 
from I be Somme. Where It had lost I.- 
,■100 men In prisoners alone, and a large 
iiuantity of artillery- 

As things are at present the Ger- 
mans cannot spare a single man from 
this front. Verdun and the Somme 
each of them require the i.resenre of 
20 C.erman divisions in ll\<- first line, 
and II Is clear thai llie sl.a.ly nic lliod- 
li-al advance ■■f Hie lYi iuh iiiol ITrll- 
ish will tKTessilate the maintenan'^» 
of i vi r.\ avMiliilde man on this front. 
,M. nrlan I s iK-llef of the unity of front 
has been fully realised. On March 27 
last he laid down Bt the Conference of 
l-arls the following basla on which the 
Allies most conduct the war against 
the central empires: "A single cause, 
served by « single army fighting on a 
single front, against a single enemy, 
under one single control."

HRHlLon Ver*in. At Verdun France 
held and defeated the German plan, 
with the result that M. Briand's sys- 
tem iB beginning to prove slowly and 
surely that It must be successful. Not 
only h.ive the French held, and. In- j 
deed, pained Rrniind at Verdun, but In 
m-operallon with the British, they 
have pushed back the Germans. The 
KusBlans and Italians have made the 
most of the opportunities of the sit- 
uation, and their courage and brilliant 
generalship have brought about a de- 
cisive advance. When the day of final 
Victory arrives, the effort of Krnnee, 
and that admirable co-ordination of 
the allied armies, so largely due to the
